Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 3 - 7, 10 - 14 and W -21 are allowed over the prior art of record. An 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is given in the following: 

Claims 3-7, 10-14 and 17-27 are allowed because the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest the following subject matter: 

• A method comprising an architecture simulation model processing an 
application trace in an integrated circuit and, in response to the processing, 
the architecture simulation model generating a given one of a plurality of 
energy events, wherein each of the plurality of energy events corresponds to 
an aspect of operation of the integrated circuit in combination with other 
limitations as recited in independent Claim 22; 

• A computer-readable medium comprising instructions, wherein the 
instructions are executable to implement an architecture simulation model 
processing an application trace in an integrated circuit and, in response to the 
processing, the architecture simulation model generating a given one of a 
plurality of energy events, wherein each of the plurality of energy events 
corresponds to an aspect of operation of the integrated circuit in combination 
with other limitations as recited in independent Claim 24; 
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• A system comprising an architecture simulation model, which is configured to 
process an application trace in an integrated circuit and, in response to the 
processing, to generate a given one of a plurality of energy events, wherein 
each of the plurality of energy events corresponds to an aspect of operation 
of the integrated circuit in combination with other limitations as recited in 
independent Claim 26. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
